Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly1  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
iSiidie,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduate any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relaJte  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows: — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected*,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

'Such  notice  shall  he  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 


be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  repotted  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declla ration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  nobices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to1  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
ait  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  'the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

7S.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  Incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  'be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  pi’epnred  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  eras,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page ; the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  S3,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 
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Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  oif  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  state  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petition  signed  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

AT  THE  GOVERNMENT  HOUSE  AT  OTTAWA.

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  ADMINISTRATOR 
IN  COUNCIL. 

THE  Minister  of  the  Interior,  under  date  30th 
July,  1913,  reports  as  follows : — 

That  W.  D.  McKay,  Esq.,  of  the  City  of  Van- 
couver, in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  has 
applied  to  purchase,  subject  to  conditions  of  recla- 
mation, certain  Dominion  land  along  the  Columbia 
Valley  in  the  Dominion  Railway  Belt,  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  British  Columbia,  and  being  the  vacant 
bottom  lands  on  each  side  of  the  Columbia  River 
between  Golden  and  the  southern  limit  of  the  Rail- 
way Belt,  comprising  approximately  16,000  acres, 
and  being  portions  of  the  following  townships  : — 
Township  23,  Range  IS  west  5th  meridian. 
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The  application  is  made  with  the  view  of  carry- 
ing out  by  a comprehensive  system  of  dyking  and 
drainage  the  reclamation  of  these  lands  and  of  their 
utilization  for  agricultural  and  industrial  purposes, 
it  being  represented  that  they  are  now  subject  to 
periodic  overflow  from  the  Columbia  River  and 
tributaries  and  are  useless  and  valueless  in  their 
present  condition  ; 

That  in  support  of  the  project  the  applicant  has 
furnished  a preliminary  report  by  Messrs.  Canavan 
& Mitchell,  civil  engineers,  of  Victoria.  B.C.,  which 
was  referred  last  summer  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Railway  Belt  Hydrographic  Survey  for  report 
after  inspection  on  the  ground  ; that  the  Chief 
Engineer  submitted  a report  dated  May  21st,  1912, 
that  the  reclamation  of  the  overflow  bottom  lands 
of  the  Columbia  Valley  is  most  advisable,  that  the 
project  is  feasible,  at  an  estimated  expenditure  of 
$1,000,000,  and  will  require  from  six  to  eight  years 
to  complete.  He  recommended,  in  effect,  that  the 
lands  applied  for  be  reserved  for  sufficient  time  to 
enable  the  applicant  to  furnish  the  Department 
with  definite  detailed  plans  of  the  reclamation 
scheme,  upon  consideration  and  approval  of  which 
by  the  Department  the  applicant  should  be  given 
the  right  to  commence  construction  and  be  required 
to  complete  the  project  within  eight  years,  when 
patents  would  issue ; 

That  as  the  project  is  inseparably  connected  with 
the  regulation  of  the  Columbia  River  for  navigation 
purposes  it  was  also  referred  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  a report  by  the  District  Engineer. 
The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment reported  on  the  11th  June,  1912.  that  Mr. 
District  Engineer  Aylmer  had  made  the  necessary 
investigations,  and  reported  that  the  scheme  would 
be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  that  Department  and 
to  the  District ; 

That  the  project  has  recently  been  reported  upon 
after  a thorough  investigation  on  the  ground  by 
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Thomas  II.  Dunn,  C.E.,  Reclamation  and  Drain- 
age Engineer  of  the  Water  Power  Branch  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  who  concludes: 

“ That  the  bottom  lands  are  at  present  practi- 
cally useless ; 

“ That  they  cannot  be  reclaimed  by  individual 
effort  because  of  the  difficulty  and  expense 
connected  therewith  ; 

“ That  they  may  be  reclaimed,  at  least  in  part, 
by  dyking  in  conjunction  with  a proper 
system  of  drainage  for  low-water  periods 
and  pumping  during  high-water  periods ; 
“That  certain  limited  areas  about  the  mouths  of 
the  larger  tributaries  may  be  reclaimed  by 
sedimentation  ; 

“ That  some  small  sections  will  not  pay  for 
reclaiming ; 

“ That  the  reclaimed  lands  will  be  suitable  for 
the  cultivation  of  shallow  rooting  plants  not 
susceptible  to  damage  from  summer  frosts ; 
“That  the  area  of  available  Dominion  lands  that 
may  be  economically  reclaimed  is  approxi- 
mately 13,000  acres.” 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  Mr.  Dunn  recommends 
that  the  application  be  granted. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  the 
available  bottom  lands  of  the  Columbia  Valley — 
those  areas  of  land  lying  between  the  ordinary 
high-water  mark  on  either  side  of  the  Columbia 
River — between  Golden,  B.C.,  and  the  southern 
limit  of  the  Railway  Belt,  be  reserved  from  other 
disposition,  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  the  said  W.  D.  McKay,  looking 
to  the  sale  of  these  available  bottom  lands  to  him 
at  $1  per  acre,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  as 
set  out  in  the  draft  agreement  attached  hereto. 

The  .Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  and  sub- 
mit the  same  for  approval.
